THE SAN FRANCISCO FAIR 

Now that the librarians have returned 
from their ‘‘ten thousand miles of A. L. A. 
travel,” and are telling every one what a 
wonderful exposition they saw, we want to 
call attention to a little book ‘‘The City of 
Domes,” by John D. Barry, recently pub- 
lished. This seems to us by far the best 
published description of the Fair and gives 
one an intimate acquaintance with the artis- 
tic triumph that has magically arisen on the 
shores of the Golden Gate. Over fifty beauti- 
ful illustrations add greatly to the charm of 
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the book. Planned as a guide book, it is 
much more than that, it will always bea book 
of reference on this, the most beautfiul ex- 
position thus far created. The sub-title gives 
its scope, ‘‘A walk with an architect about 
the courts and palaces of the Panama-Pacific 
International Exposition, with a discussion of 
its architecture, its sculpture, its unusual 
decorations, its coloring and its lighting, pre- 
ceded by a history of its growth.” 


MAGAZINE NOTES 


Illustrated World is the new title of Technical 
World. September, 1915, vol. 24, no. 1, is the first 
number with the new title. 


Proceedings of the National Academy of Sciences, 
vol. 1, no. 1, January, 1915, is the beginning of an 
octavo monthly periodical, designed to be the official 
organ of the Academy, with reports of its meetings, 
and notices of the Scientific and Biographical 
Memoirs published by the Academy. It will also 
publish brief original papers, thus securing prompt- 
ness of publication and wide circulation of the 
results of American research. $5.00 a year, 50 cents 
a number. 


Educational Administration and Supervision is the 
rather heavy title of a new educational periodical 
published monthly, except July and August, by 
Warwick & York, Inc., Baltimore, Md. Vol. 1, no. 1 
is January, 1915, $2.00 a year, 25 cents per copy. 
The purely administrative side of education will 
be its field. 

The Texas Review is a new quarterly published 
at the University of Texas, and edited by Stark 
Young, with Thad W. Riker as managing editor. 
Vol. 1, no. 1 is June, 1915. The initial number is 
an interesting one, and shows the policy of the 
editors to publish a literary review of high class, 
and with a notable list of contributors. $2.00 a 
year, 50 cents a copy. 

Journal of American History, vol. 8, no. 4, dated 
October-November-December, 1914, was issued 
in August, 1915, as was also vol. 8, no. 3. 

Popular Science Monthly, after a long and useful 
career, since 1872, has disposed of its name to the 
Modern Publishing Company, and The World’s Ad- 
vance, the history of which we tried to give in our 
Aprilissue, will now become Popular Science Monthly. 
On the other hand The Science Press, publishers 
of the old Popular Science Monthly, will continue all 
subscriptions with a new magazine, The Scientific 
Monthly ($3.00 a year, the same price as Popular 
Science Monthly has been). The new Popular Science 
Monthly will continue the $1.50 price of World's 
Advance, whose name it absorbs. The Scientific 
Monthly will make its appeal to ‘“‘educated readers, 
as opposed to the public generally."" We may add 
that only the “educated reader’ will be expected 
to understand this attempt of the publisher to 
mix everybody up. He admits: ‘‘We fear this 
change may cause temporary difficulties.” 

McBride's Magazine, is the new name of Lippin- 
cott’s Magazine, September, 1915, being the initial 
number under this title — vol. 95, no. 572. (It is 
really vol. 96, no. 573). Since McBride Nast & Co. 
(now Robert M. McBride & Co.) bought this peri- 
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odical, the numbers have, during 1915, each been 
paged separately, showing the publisher’s desire 
that henceforth the periodical be classed as not 
worthy of preservation in form. Further- 
more the change of name comes in the middle of a 
volume. October is called vol. 96, no. 574 as it 
should be. Perhaps all will now be well once more. 


We hate to write this, but the truth must be 
told. Leslie’s Illustrated Weekly Newspaper, with 
the issue of September 2, 1915, adopted a new type 
dress and é its printed page two inches shorter 
than hitherto. Therefore vol. 121 will consist of 
the issues of July and August of the old folio size, 
and September to December in the new and shorter 
form. (The book binders should worry.) No word 
of the change is found in this new-size issue, perhaps 
the publisher was on his vacation, and we are wrong 
to assume that it will continue, or that the volume 
will end with December, or anything. 

We approve of the new size; but why, oh why, 
make the change in the middle of a volume! ‘Let 
the thinking people rule’’ is its motto! 


American Forestry ought to have known better, 
but the deed is done. August, 1915, vol. 21, no. 8 
is quarto size, previous issues are octavo. Another 
periodical changing size in the middle of a volume. 
We have learned to forgive Hearst's, but American 
Forestry — Leslie's Weekly — what next? 


A.L. A. Booklist. Isn’t it annoying to have the 
indexes to the volumes of this periodical come 
out in several loose sections each. If one part gets 
away from the others, no one can tell to which 
volume it belongs, or put the pieces together cor- 
rectly again. Humpty Dumpty experienced this 
same difficulty long ago, but the Booklist might 
easily wire its indexes and set a good example to 
others. 


Since last February, the Sunset Magazine, that 
beautiful and ably edited exponent of the Pacific 
Coast, has formed a bad habit. Not content with 
paging all the ads in and mixing a liberal amount of 
text among them, it now sandwiches in between a 
beautiful frontispiece and the first page of real text 
an Ivory soap advertisement and to make sure it 
will stay there, a poem, called for in the contents, 
is printed on the back. Wonder if Hand Sapolio 
would remove Ivory soap from paper? 


Smart Set is a monthly magazine, which calls itself 
an ‘‘aristocrat among magazines.’”’ This position 
evidently gives its smart editor the smart privilege 
of paging his issues just as he pleases. In 1914 
up to December each volume was made up of four 
issues, each issue paged separately. December, 1914, 
was paged to continue the November number, but 
the pages really lapped over. In 1915, January 
continued December’s paging — almost — and was 
called vol. 44, no. 5 instead of vol. 45, no. 1. Febru- 
ary began page 1 and was called vol. 45, no. 2. 
March and April paged along, each overlapping a 
few pages. 

May, June, July being the first three issues of 
vol. 46 paged consecutively —but not quite — 
and — being vol. 46, no. 4 began page 1 again. 
September, 1915, vol. 47, no. 1 continues the paging 
of vol. 46, no. 4 though it overlaps two pages. 
Isn’t it great to be above any considerations of 
mere pagination! 


The Horseless Age sends a librarian the following 
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' letter. He asks us, “Isn’t this adding insult to 
injury?” 

Dear Sir: — We have decided not to print 
an index for the various volumes of The 
Horseless Age in the future, as each issue 
contains a table of contents from which the 
volume index may be readily compiled. 

We are however, prepared to furnish a 
typewritten index for the entire vol. 35 
which we can send you upon receipt of 
$1.00, which will cover the cost of prepa- 
ration.

M. A. C. (meaning Modern Art Collector) is the 
cabalistic title of a new magazine, or rather a monthly 
collection of modern designs. Vol. 1, no. 1, just pub- 
lished (Sept., 1915), consists of 16 unpaged pages 
with lurid green and black borders, and 15 loose 
supplemental plates, all in a decorative cover. It 
is quarto size, and each number retails at $1.00. 
Modern decorative art is its field, and the poster 
effects shown in the plates remind one vividly of the 
German craze for bizarre color effects, such as we 
are familiar with on the poster stamps. There is a 
most attractive poster Art Stamp supplement of 
12 pages, with many poster art stamps attached, 
included with the first issue.

DRAMA NOTES 


We call attention this month to two books by 
Barrett H. Clark recently issued, and covering 
contempoary French, British and American drama- 
tists. Contemporary French Dramatists is a collec- 
tion of studies on the modern French theatre — 
Curel, Brieux, Hervieu, Lemaitre, Lavedan, Donnay, 
Porto-Riche, Rostand, Bataille, Bernstein, Capus, 
Flers, Caillavet—-the more important French 
dramatists of the past twenty-five years, excepting 
Maeterlinck, who from his Belgian origin, and by 
his ideas and plays is not typically French. A 
chapter on characteristics opens the book, in which 
are interestingly compared the different dramatists. 
Following this is an account of the Théatre Libre. 
In the studies of the different dramatists that follow 
are many quotations from their representative plays. 
A bibliography and an index complete the volume. 

British and American Drama of To-day, Outlines 
for their Study, is issued as a companion volume to 
the author’s ‘‘The Continental Drama of To-day” 
and gives biographies, bibliographies, and historical 
sketches for use in connection with the important 
plays of Pinero, Jones, Wilde, Shaw, Barker, Hankin, 
Chambers, Davies, Galsworthy, Masefield, Hough- 
ton, Phillips, Barrie, Baker, Sowerby, Francis, 
Lady Gregory, Synge, Yeats, Murray, Ervine, 
Howard, Herne, Thomas, Gillette, Fitch, Moody, 
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Mackaye, Sheldon, Walter. The book closes with 
a chapter on certain plays which have not had a 
stage-presentation, and notices of several dramatists 
who will not allow their plays to be published.

Moving Pictures. In the Moving Picture 
World for July 17, 1915, isa list arranged by authors 
of plays and books that have been produced in 
Motion Pictures since 1910. It is the intention of 
the publisher to bring this list up to date from time 
to time. Though it is not strictly alphabetical in 
the arrangement of each letter, this fault will doubt- 
less be corrected in a later revision, but even as it 
is the list is very useful. 


NEW BOOKS BY LIBRARIANS 


EASTMAN, MARY HUSE. 
Myths and Legends. 

Here we have a useful and very important book 
for every library. The increased use of the story 
hour in work with children and the ever widen- 
ing use of fables and myths in school work have 
made the need of this index so real, it seems as if the 
only notice this book needs, is the announcement 
by title of its publication. Still we may give a short 
account of what it contains. It includes Fairy tales, 
Fables, Stories from Greek and Norse mythology 
which are most frequently called for, Hero stories, and 
such modern stories as “Leak in the dyke,” which, 
though not strictly fairy tale or legend, are con- 
stantly asked for by teachers and story-tellers. The 
book is a title index, with cross references from variant 
titles to that best known, or most descritpive. Cross 
references from one story to another are given to aid 
story-tellers by suggesting similar stories in case the 
one wished for is not obtainable. There are also 
references from subjects — holidays, stars, etc., — 
to aid in identifying stories of which the title has 
been forgotten. The indexing of the stories in the 
various editions of Grimm, Andersen, and Atsop is 
worked out well, showing the variation of titles, and 
the edition. 

Titles marked with an asterisk (*) are suitable 
for small children. The book has at the end a list 
of the books analyzed — nearly five hundred in all, 
arranged by authors and giving publisher, date and 
price.

The information given 
about the complicated field of technical periodicals, 
and their early and changed titles will be very wel- 
come. We are glad to note that this catalogue in- 
cludes periodicals that have ceased publication, as 
well as the live ones. We wish the compiler had 
given the number of volumes published up to her date 
of compilation in the case of periodicals still in prog- 
ress. The “Vol. 1+, 1874+’ conveys a very in- 
definite idea. ‘Vols. 1-74+, 1874-1914+” would, 
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to our mind, have added greatly to the usefulness 
of the list, with but little increase in its size.

This pamphlet, forming vol. 12, no. 36 of the Unt- 
versity of Illinois Bulletin (May 10, 1915), will be 
a great help to all librarians, as it throws much light 
on a rather difficult field of printed matter, and 
aids to bring into usefulness many a book and pam- 
phlet hitherto neglected. The treatise gives a clear 
description of the many and varied publications of 
the several states of the Union. Then under “Treat- 
ment of state documents in libraries’’ the author 
gives methods of cataloguing and classifying these 
publications. Then follows a chapter on ‘‘The dis- 
tribution of state documents” giving the rules laid 
down by each state. Under the heading ‘‘Biblio- 
graphical matter’’ we find the sources of information 
about state documents concisely and methodically 
given, and compilations of state official lieterature 
isted under subjects covered. An index ends the 
volume.

MARVIN DAVIS BISBEE, 


(1845-1913)

For nearly a quarter of a century the 
Library of Dartmouth College was under 
the able administration of Marvin Davis 
Bisbee. To few men is given the privilege 
of serving their college longer or better. 
Professor Bisbee came to Dartmouth 
after seven years spent in the Christian 
ministry and five as associate editor of 
“The Congregationalist.”” From the min- 


istry he brought to his new task the fine 
ideals and high standards of that calling; 
perhaps from his editorial duties had come 
the ability to write in that strong forceful 
English which marks his frequent contri- 
butions to _ periodical 


literature. When 


he came to Dartmouth, in 1886, he is de- 
scribed by an associate on The Congre- 
gationalist staff, as ‘A man whose modest 
bearing, friendly spirit, sound judgment, 
and wide interest in human and Christian 
affairs made him respected and influential 
wherever he went.” 

To understand the work of Professor 
Bisbee one must know something of the 
college and its remarkable growth. He 
found, in 1886, an institution with 250 men 
enrolled; when he retired, in 1910, the num- 
ber had increased to 1,112. This rapid 
growth of Dartmouth brought to the library 
especially, new and difficult problems in 
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every department of its administration. 
New and changed methods of instruction 
made necessary ready access to the books 
at all times. Professor Bisbee was a firm 
believer in the ‘‘Open Shelf’’ at a time when 
such a scheme was considered imprac- 
ticable. With the increased demands came 
little or no increase of funds for adminis- 
trative purposes. Inthe twenty-four years of 
his splendid service, he had not one trained 
library assistant, and for many years only 
student helpers, who naturally were more 
concerned with their studies — and relaxa- 
tions — than with library economy. To 
his unlimited patience, his ability to train 
for himself assistants as needed, to his 
personal zeal, hard work, and enthusiasm, 
are due the results which have left an in- 
delible mark on the college library. 

The establishment of departmental and 
seminar collections to correlate with modern 
methods of teaching; the organization of 
a great reference library and reading rooms, 
open days and evenings; the establish- 
ment of a standard collection of the world’s 
best literature, freely accessible to the 
students as an incentive to good reading; 
the arranging and cataloguing of valuable 
old newspaper files and the establishment 
of exchanges with other libraries, — these 
are but a few examples of his progressive 
work. At the same time he was directing 
the reclassifying and recataloguing of a 
library of one hundred thousand volumes he 
was searching for valuable acquisitions with 
which to enrich the collection, and especially 
for books or pamphlets of Dartmouth gradu- 
ates with which to round out the Alumni 
Alcove. To his energy is due largely this 
wonderful collection of Dartmouth material 
of priceless value to future Dartmouth his- 
torians. 

His enthusiasm was contagious and 
many valuable collections came to the 
college through the affection of the donor 
for him. Among such gifts may be men- 
tioned the Connor library, containing about 


four thousand valuable books relating to 
the history of medicine, the Chamberlain 
donation of about two thousand volumes, 
largely works on English literature and 
American history, the Koschwitz collec- 
tion, the gift of Amos Tuck, comprising 
a large number of books on romance 
languages, the Shurtleff collection, com- 
posed largely of the classics and philosophy, 
and the Kennerson fund, used to establish 
the Standard Library, known to Dartmouth 
students as the “Octagon.’’ Another 
donation was the legacy of ten thousand 
dollars, by Mrs. Susan Brown, to be known 
as the Roswell Shurtleff Memorial Fund. 
The income from this fund is used largely 
for books on philosophy, economics, and 
political science. 

“The religious aims of the founders and 
their devotion to their faith appealed to 
his own deep piety and he was untiring 
in his attempt to make the college collec- 
tion of the earliest manuscripts and pam- 
phlets as complete as possible. His work 
in this line is a part of the most valuable 
endowment to the college.’’ * 

Librarianship is justly laying more and 
more stress on the personal side, and it was 
in this respect that Professor Bisbee’s 
influence was the greatest. Many a stu- 
dent perplexed by financial difficulties 
owed to him the opportunity given to earn 
his way through college. Many another 
needing help in those doubting years found 
in Professor Bisbee’s faith a help into a 
stronger life. The quiet evenings spent 
with Professor and Mrs. Bisbee will be 
remembered by those who were privileged 
to feel that they were a part of his family, 
and the influence of that home has left its 
impress on many lives. 

Professor Bisbee loved books, but after 
all it was the lives of men, their mental and 
spiritual development, in which he was most 
interested.

I. THE HARTFORD PUBLIC LIBRARY HOLIDAY EXHIBIT OF CHILDREN’S BOOKS 
By Caroline M. Hewins 


A small collection of holiday books, 
shown for a few hours in our boys’ and girls’ 
room, ten years ago, excited enough interest 
to warrant us in repeating and enlarging 
the exhibit the next year in two connecting 
rooms above, where it was kept open for 
several days. We had the use of these 
rooms every year until the Art Society 
moved across the street and we came into 
possession of its large studio, which we use 
for storing our schoolroom libraries, for our 
story-hours, and for our holiday show, now 
kept open from the first of December till 
Christmas. 

All through the autumn, after the annual 
output of children’s books begins, we look 
for the best, buy them and keep them back 
from circulation till after the exhibit is over. 
We get most of our stock from a local book- 
seller, and also have friendly relations with 
the head of the book department in a large 
store, who literally ‘‘lets us in on the ground 
floor,’’ before a remainder sale is advertised. 
Through him we secure many bargains, 
and once after a fire, when finely illustrated 
books from the surplus stock of several New 
York publishers, some in absolutely perfect 
condition, others with only a spot or two 
on the covers, were offered for sale, we were 
able to buy them at from a fourth to less 
than half of their value. Even when there 
is no occasion like this, the children’s libra- 
rian goes with me to the book department, 
to look for and perhaps find’ among the 
cheap series and vulgar picture-books, treas- 
ures that are worth owning. We buy books 
there through the year, and the head of the 
department is always willing to lend us all 
that we ask for at Christmas time, knowing 
that we usually keep more than half of them. 
We also borrow books from our bookseller, 
and keep a part of them, returning those 
that are not bound well enough for library 
use, but are strong enough to recommend 
for careful family handling. 

All the year we watch sale catalogues 


and buy wherever we can, often books that 
we could not afford at their first price, Mary 
Macgregor’s ‘‘Story of France,” for example, 
reduced to $1.50, and the ‘Baby birds,” 
“‘Baby beasts,” and ‘‘Baby pets,’ for about 
the same amount. We also show books 
that have been published for several, indeed 
for many years, like Scudder’s ‘‘Children’s 
book,’’ and remind mothers who think it 
expensive that it is a good investment as a 
gift to the whole family. 

Late in October or early in November, 
the children’s librarian and I spend a day 
or two in New York looking for books that 
we have not seen at home, — importations 
in English and foreign languages. We 
have the small beginning of a collection of 
the best picture-books in French, German, 
Italian, Swedish, Danish, Russian, and 
Dutch, to which we add a few volumes 
every year. We go to Dutton’s, Wana- 
maker’s, Brentano’s, Bonnier’s (a Swedish 
bookseller in Third Avenue near Thirty- 
seventh Street), and sometimes to little 
bookshops where there are attractive wares 
in the windows. 

When we have collected our stock, we 
begin to write press notices of the date and 
scope of the exhibition, and send post-cards 
of invitation to mothers’ clubs and libraries 
in nearby towns. Several of the libraries 
have book-displays of their own for a few 
days or a week in December, and the mem- 
bers of a little informal club of children’s 
librarians within fifteen miles often come 
to see what we have bought before ordering 
their own new books. 

The studio, not including the space 
shelved for schoolroom libraries, measures 
36 by 21 feet, is on the same floor as the 
boys’ and girls’ room, with entrances from 
two streets, and has ample space for dis- 
playing four or five hundred volumes on 
tables long and tables short, some on trestles, 
some on legs, and on the top of a long low 
case for storing bulletins and unframed pic- 
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We cover these pieces of furniture 
with white paper under holly-sprinkled crépe 
paper “‘runners”’ to give the room a Christ- 
mas air, and hang framed pictures on the 
walls and unframed from wires run across 


tures. 


the book shelves. At least one grand- 
mother has bought the Longmans English 
history color-prints, two or three at a time, 
and had a movable frame like ours made for 
her grandson because she saw it hanging 
with the pictures in the exhibit. 

A table nearly as long as one side of the 
room is covered with picture-books in eight 
languages, and the students at the Art 
School always receive a special invitation 
to come and see them. Other tables, 
plainly marked in letters printed with rubber 
type, are labelled ‘‘Books for little children,” 
“Fairy tales,” ‘Books for boy scouts,” 
“Stories for girls,” “Stories for boys,” 
“How to do things,’’ ‘‘Out-of-door books,” 
“Bible stories,’’ ‘Plays and games,”’ ‘‘Lives,”’ 
“Histories,” ‘‘Books for growing-up boys 
and girls,’ and last and most important, 
“Inexpensive Books from X & Co. and Z & 
Co.” and “Fifty must-haves.’”” We always 
try to keep in mind a country minister 
and his wife, college-bred and lovers of the 
best, who have five dollars or less to spend 
for Christmas books. We do not sell books 
or take orders for them, but have type- 
written lists with prices attached from which 
our readers may copy titles and buy or order 
of the firms who we know have them in 
stock. With regard to our book bargains, 
we say “We bought this of........ 
een , but you may not find it in stock 
now for that price,’”’ and give the publisher’s 
name with the price from the latest U. S. 
Catalog, suggesting that an order may be 
sent through one of the Hartford firms above 
named.

II. USEFUL HINTS 

To Prevent Ink Running on Book Labels. 

My assistant discovered a few years ago that if 
she vaselined the white label, after marking the 
call number on it with Carter’s Koal Black Ink, that 
when she came to varnish over it the ink did not run. 
We had tried various schemes before, but none were 
uniformly successful; now and for several years we 
have had no trouble about our labels as far as ink 
running is concerned.

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of suggested, not required, reading for every 
one of the four school years, and we have a 
case of the most attractive editions, both 
expensive and cheap, of these books, with 
the school pennant over it. Recent editions 
of Shakespeare’s plays published separately, 
illustrated in color, and indeed all the best 
color illustration of the last few years, 
are in this case to tempt young readers; 
but we remember, too, the advice in the 
teachers’ list to begin to build up a library 
with the Everyman editions, and also that 
many fathers and mothers whose children 
are in the school have small incomes. 

The exhibit is open from nine till six 
on week-days, and from two till six on Sun- 
day afternoons, when fathers sometimes 
like to browse among the books. I give 
as much time and personal supervision as 
possible to it, and am ready to suggest 
names of books or give opinions on their 
value. We have the “Pratt’”’ and the ‘‘Wil- 
son’’ lists for sale, or sometimes towards the 
end of the exhibit, for free distribution, and 
other lists for reference. 

The display of so many carefully chosen 
and well printed, bound and _ illustrated 
books must in time make an impression on 
book buyers, although we cannot always 
see tangible results. We know that there 
have been many calls, both at the bookseller’s 
and in the department store, for books that 
we have shown and recommended, and that 
our display has given great pleasure to 
grandmothers, mothers and children. The 
happiest visitor of all last year was a flaxen- 
haired boy with an engaging stammer, who 
had finished his school ‘‘tests’’ several days 
before vacation, and spent his free time at 
the long table of picture-books, full of delight 
when he found some of them in Swedish, 
for he remembered his life in Sweden, where 
he had been left for several years with his 
grandparents after his father and mother 
had come to this country.

Rules for Children Who Borrow Books: 


The Children’s Department is open on 
school-days from 1 p.m. to 6 p.m., and on 
Saturdays from 9 a.m. to 8 p.m. On Sun- 
days and holidays the Children’s Depart- 
ment is closed. 

Two books may be taken out at one time. 

Books may be kept for two weeks. If 
you wish to keep your books longer, bring 
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your card fora while. That is, if your books 
are 

1 day overdue you must wait 5 days 

2 days overdue you must wait 6 days 

3 days overdue you must wait 7 days 

4 days overdue you must wait 8 days, etc. 

Books may be returned before the end 
of two weeks. If books are returned the day 
they are taken out, you will not be permitted 
to take other books that same day. 

Remember always to return your books 
at the desk when you enter the Children’s 
Room, and to have your books charged 
before you leave the room. 

Keep the card with your name on it in the 
pocket in front of the book. Whenever you 
return a book bring the card with you. 

If you lose your card let the librarian 
know at once. You will have to wait two 
weeks before another card is given you. 

Books that you lose, you must pay for. 

Books that are torn or damaged show.that 
you have not been careful, and you will be 
accordingly fined for it, and you will not be 
permitted to take other books until the fine 
is paid. 

Whenever you change your address, be 
sure to let the librarian know at once. 

Be careful about lending your card, as 
you are held responsible for any fines. 


The Way a Library Book Makes Many 
Visits. 

Be very careful of all books loaned you. 
Remember to be even more careful than if the 
books really belonged to you. 

Being careful means a great many things. 
It means seeing that your hands are quite 
clean when you handle the book. It means 
also that you are not to turn down the cor- 
ners of the pages, or to mark or tear or in any 
way harm the book. If you are interrupted 
while reading and wish to keep your place, 
use a very thin book-mark, one that is no 
thicker than a single sheet of paper. Thick, 
heavy book-marks injure books. Then if 
you wish to make the book very comfor- 
table and secure, you may wrap it up care- 
fully, always remembering to eve it ina 
safe place, so that no harm may come to 
it when you are not by to guard it. 

If you remember what being careful means 
and treat your books accordingly, they can 
visit many boys and girls and make them 
all as happy as they have made you.
